dangerous State of Affairs in the 

Empire ; aud Means weve pro- 
posd, as proper for the Eftates of the 
Germanick Body and the Allies to make 
Ufe of, for fuccouring the Empire, hindring 
the Enemy from penetrating further into 
it, and even for obliging them to repafs the 
Rhine. The 17th a Project for thofe Pur- 
ofes was fent to Pafflau co Cardinai Lam- 
erg, to be communicated to che Lmperour, 
whofe fpeedy and favourable Anfwer to it 
was defir’d. In it his Imperial Majefty was 
moft humbly defir’d, to do all that in him 
lyes, that in the firft Place the Army may 
be reinforc’d by a good Body of Troops of 
the Empire and of other forreign Poten- 
tates ; to acquaint the Circles of the Upper 
and Lowei Weftphalia , feveral particular 
Princes and States of the Empire, and 
the High Allies, of the Danger to which the 
Enemy is reduc’'d ; to exhore them for the 


Good of the common Caufe and of Ger- | 


many, to furnifh without Delay not only 
their Contingents, but feveral thoufand Men 
befides ; to offer to Prince Eugene of Savo 

the vacant Office of Roman Catholick Field- 
Marfhal, purfuant to a Refolution pafs’d the 
ut of February laft ; to enjoyn him by Virtue 
of that Refolution to accept that Command 
and repair to the Army of the Empire to pre- 
vent the Calamities that threaten it, and 
drive the Enemy within their ancient 
Bounds ; and in Cafe Prince Eugene cannot, 
lor weighty Reafons, be put at the Head 
of the Army, to place over it a General 
of Experience ia the Art of War, in whom 
the Eftates may confide, to aflift the Mar- 
grave of Bareith in all he can. At the fame 
Time the Diet refolv’d to communicate this 
to M. Mortagne Refident of the States Ge- 
neral of the united Provinces of the Nether- 
lands, and to defire him to reprefent to their 
High Mightyneffes the Danger with which 
the Empire is threaten’d ; in Hopes their 


High Mightineffes, by Virtue of their Alli- 
ance, and in Contideration of the Common 
Caufe, may be induc’d to fend tpeedy Suc- 
cours. The Refoiution paifsd by the Lier 
the rft of Febiuary, were ratified Yetterday 
by a Decree from his Imperial Majefty, in 
which he promifcs chat agreeabiy to that 
Refolution he wii) make Iinitances to the 
Cueen of Great britain and the States Ge- 
netal of the united lrovinces of the Nether- 
lands, to fend up to the Empire the Saxon 
Troops that they have taken into their Pay, 
and fome other ‘Troops betides tor redrefling 
its Aftairs. At Ninea Clock ‘aft Night, the 
Diet receiv'd a Letter from the Circle of 
Franconia dated the 18th, importing in Sub- 
ftance, that the Exprefs which that Circle 
had fent to Leipfich to King Auguftus tcuch- 
ing the Saxon Troops which England and 
Holland have taken into their Service, was 
return’'d with an Account that his Majefty 
had anfwer'd he had no Right to give Or. 
ders about the March of thofe Troops ; but 
that he hadintimated, that if the Emperour 
or Empire could find Means to take into their 
Pay fome Troops, he could furrifh them 
with 6000 Saxon Horfe at a very fhort 
Warning. 4
